BONN — Tbe East German Comnmnist 
rartyhas broadcast te conviction that it is 
UK most successful, and thus the weighti- 
est, of the Soviet Union's East Fn m nean 
allies. 

But in the view of several diplomatic and 
academic analysts, the 11th East German 
party congress has left a tantalizing ques- 
tion made over how mnqh leeway Mikhail 
S. Gorbachev, the Soviet leader, intends to 
allow bis powerful ally in ptrremng hs spe- 
cial relationship with Boon. 

By personally attending the congress af- 
ter sending fairly low- ranking delegations 
to jatnilar gt ftt^ ffr fn gy jn Bulgaria and 
Czechoslovakia, Mr. Gorbachev under- 
lined the imp orta nce that East Germany 
has assumed in the Warsaw Pact, particu- 
larly since the Solidarity upheaval in Po- 
land and the unraveling of toe Polish econ- 
omy. 

The Soviet leader was generous in his 
praise for the relatively disciplined East 


German economy, which, without Hungar- 
ian-styk market-mechanism e xp e ri ments, 
has produced the hi ghest productivity lev* 
ds and perhaps the most plentiful standard 
of Hving anywhere in the Communist Woe. 

He likened the East German party to a 
“solicitous householder’'' watching over a 
family's well-being and repeatedly ex- 
pressed admir ation for the 00000/8 wort 
ethos, which may have more to do with 1 
German than Communist traditions. 

Mr. Gorbachev’s praise was dearly 
sweet music for Erich Honecker, who was 
re-elected Monday to another five-year 
term as general secretary of the East Ger- 
man party. 

Mr. Honecker, who is 73 yens old and 
who has led East Germany since 1971, 
appears in good health and seems disposed 
to serve out the full course of another five- 
year plan, according to diplomats in East 
Berlin. 

Having purged some faintly dissonant 
voices before the congress, he seems to be 


in virtually unchallenged control erf the 
party.

U.S. Intercepts Proved 
Libyan Plot, Aides Say

WASHINGTON — Late on 
April 4, the United States inter- 
cepted a message from the Libyan 
People's Bureau in East Berlin to 
Tripoli idling Libyan authorities 
that they “wiH be very happy when 
you see the headlines tomorrow." 

A few hours later, m the early 
hours of April S, the United States 
intercepted a three-line message 
from East Berlin to Tripoli report- 
ing that an operation was “happ^ 
mg now" that would not be trace- 
able to the People’s Bureau. 

That message was sent within 10 
minutes of the detonation of a 
bomb at the La Belle discotheque 
in West Berlin, which killed one 
American and injured more than 
200 people. The blast occ ur red at 
1:49 AM 

Bomb ctperts later determined 
that the tuner cm the device was 
probably accurate to within about 
10 minutes. 

These two intercepts were the 
key elements in information that, 
pieced together, comprised what 
President Ronald Reagan called 
the “irrefutable” evidence of Liby- 
an involvement in the bombing. 

Taken individually, theme ss fl gps 
were ambiguous, but their timing 
convinced U.S. officials (hat they 
could blame Libya for the bomb- 
ing, sources said. 

Half a dozen sources familiar 
with the messages said that, taken 
together, they provided dements 
intelligence analysts considered 
crucial: a motive, an order, a time 
and place, and an afts-action re- 
port. 

Sources said there was no mes- 
sage from Tripoli specifically or- 
dering the bombing of the La Belle 
disco by name or ordering an oper- 
ation on a given day. 

But a March 25 cable from Libya 

East^Berfr^which was intercepted 
by the National Security Agency, 
directed that the bureaus be ready 
to undertake operations, attacks or 
the “plan" against U.S. targets and 
facilities. 

One Libyan message mentioned 
that US. military personnel tended 
to congregate at specific bars, sug- 
gesting mat such social gathering 
places would present a desirable 
target, according to a source. 

In addition to East Berlin, the 
three-line message of March 25 was 
sent to people’s bureaus, the Liby- 
an equivalent of embassies, in Par- 
is, Rome, Madrid and four other 


and was acquired in such a timely 
fashion that the United States was 
almost able to warn GIs to vacate 
the La Befle disco minutes before 
the explosion. 

"We were about 13 minutes too 
late," he said.

TRIPOLI — The Libyan gov- 
ernment said Wednesday that 
about 230 foreign journalists who 
arrived after the US. bombing 
raids had completed their mission 
and were expected to leave Libya 
by the end of the week.

A Titan believed to be carrying a 
KH-11 photo satellite failed to 
reach orbit Aug. 28 when one of its 
two main liquid-fueled engines 
suddenly shut down. The rocket 
was destroyed by range safety offi- 
cers. 

The failure occurred after the 
solid rocket boosters had separated 
from the Titan, so they could not 
have figured in the cause, 

The rocket explosion last week 
will prevent the Pentagon from 
bunching any large satellites for up 
to six or seven months, according 
to officials.

Rhode Island Scandals 
Rock Church, Judiciary

PROVIDENCE. Rhode Is- 
land — Rhode Island, 350 years 
after its founding as a refuge for 
misfits and malcontents, is rife 
with charges of corruption as 
sordid as any in its history. 

The latest allegations have

TUrkey is outraged, and rightly, by Bulgar- 
ia's refusal even to acknowledge its dreadful 
abuse of an ethnic minority. As The New York 
Times’ s Henry Kamm reports from Sofia, a 
campaign is under way to destroy the cultural 
identity of one million ethnic Turks in a Com- 
munist country of nine million Tmirish - 
speakers are forced to change their names; 
Turkish-language publications and broadcasts 
have been silenced. According to Amnesty 
International, more than 100 ethnic Turks 
have been killed and hundreds more arrested. 

Especially unsavory is the propaganda cam- 
paign by a national newspaper called Father- 
land Front It claims that a study of skulls 
exhumed in an area inhab ited by ethnic Turks 
shows that only “pure” Bulgarians had lived 
there since the Middle Ages. This evidence is 
said to prove that those now identifying them- 
selves as Turks were descendants of Bulgarians 
forced to convert when the country was an 
Ottoman province. This racist pseudo-science 
recalls the Nazis measuring skulls to prove the 
inferiority of Jews and Slavs. An embarrassed 


Soviet Union, which seeks to improve ties with 
Turkey, has given no support to this Balkan 
vendetta. Seme detect a duO in Moscow’s 
treatment of its most reliable ally. 

The ugly campaign has a poignant reso- 
nance this week, as Armenians commemorate 
the 1915 massacre of their ancestors by Otto- 
man soldiers. Turkey still refuses to acknow- 
ledge the mass killings, although even histori- 
ans sympathetic to it have concluded that at 
least 300,000 were killed, using Ottoman fig- 
ures that probably understate die total Arme- 
nian population. The official Turkish view is 
rhaf the casualties resulted from a civil war 
after Armenians disloyally sided with Russian 
invaders. But the Arm enians were relocated 
with vindictive brutality, as attested by Ger- 
man and American diplomats who had no 
incentive to lie. Vendettas bora in that era still 
inspire a murderous terrorism by a tiny faction 
of Armenians against Turkish diplomats. 

Now Bulgaria sows dragon's teeth. The 
wheel turns, mindlessly.

A Landing for the Dollar 


So far. so good. The dollar was grossly 
overvalued, and that resulted in the gigantic 
American trade deficits of the past several 
years. But a sinking currency is not necessarily 
and endlessly a good thing. As the dollar 
declines, America’s standard of living declines. 
To rely on devaluation alone to balance the 
trade accounts would be wildly dangerous. 

This long descent of the dollar, which began 
more than a year ago, is approaching the point 
at which further depreciation cannot be justi- 
fied. It is not yet quite time to hit the brake, 
but it is certainly time to start looking for the 
brake and seeing that it is in working order. 

A year ago the dollar was overvalued by 40 


percent, in terms of the things it actually 
bought Thai was an insupportable burden for 


bought Thai was an insupportable burden for 
exports and an unbeatable subsidy for im- 
ports. Currently it is only abont 10 percent 
overvalued against other currencies, according 
to one close observer, John Williamson of the 
Institute for International Economics. 

The United States is trying to restore its 
competitiveness in foreign trade. There are 
two ways to do it — push down the exchange 
rate or push up economic productivity. A de- 
dining exchange rate is more easily arranged 
in the short run, but it becomes costly and 
damaging over the years. It means that imports 
cos^ more and salaries buy less, which in turn 


can mean inflation. Trying to bring trade into 
balance solely by manipulating exchange rates 
is not only perilous but inefficient, for many 
traded goods are not very sensitive to price. 
The most viable examples currently are the 
expensive cars coming in from Europe. Once 
those brands have established their sales net- 
works and won a share of the market, dislodg- 
ing them becomes very difficult and takes an 
extraordinary swing in exchange rates. 

The other way to improve competitiveness is 
to lift the productivity of the people who are 
the economy. That is the only way to increase 
the standard of living — aside from borrowing 
abroad, as America has been doing on a mas- 
sive scale Tor three years. Unlike borrowing 
binges, productivity gains provide a solid base 
for higher incomes. Unfortunately, the growth 
of American productivity slowed sharply in 
the late 1970s and has been 2 ero far die past 
two years. No one knows precisely why. 

It would be easy, in frustration, to abandon 
the hunt for productivity and instead posh the 
exchange rate farther and farther down. But 
prosperity does not lie down that road. The 
stabilization of the dollar has become the most 
immediately urgent of the subjects waiting for 
President Reagan and his six friends, the week 
after next, at their Tokyo summit meeting.

World Bank: New Policy From the New President? 


P ITTSBURGH — When Barber 
Conable. the incoming president 


1 Conable, the incoming president 
of the World Bank, takes office in 
June, he wfll face two equally daunt- 
ing challenges: How to coax money 
out of a Gramm- Rudmanized Con- 
gress, and what to do with the money 
that does become available. 

As a former ranking member of tbe 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
he needs little advice on how to ex- 
tract resources from ex-colleagues on 
Capitol HilL But a few words on the 
second tope might be timely. 

The World Bank is popularly 
thought of as a “project lender” — 
that is, as a financier of dams, rail- 
ways and power plan is. Although the 
bulk of its early lending programs in 
tbe 1950s and ’60s was concentrated 
in these types of projects, it has al- 
ways made general balance-of -pay- 
ments credits available to its borrow- 
ers. Several of its early reconstruction 
loans to European countries were of 
this nature, and India was a heavy 
user of thinly disguised balance-re- 
payments loans in the 1970s. 

But nonproject credits can easily 
turn into unconditional balance-of- 
payments financing and, in effect, a 
subsidy to cover up problems caused 
by a borrower’s poor economic poli- 
cies. At tbe same time, project loans 
can be rendered usdess or even coun-

texproductive if overall economic

A new irrigation system may bring 
water to fanners.

Thus, the dilemma of tbe World 
Bank: If project loans are a poor use 
of bank resources because the sur- 
rounding eco nomic dimate is coun- 
terproductive, how to achieve the 
right dimate? The bank’s traditional 
answer was to refuse to make any 
loans until the appropriate broad 
eoaaotnic policies were ax place. 

Eater the “structural adjustment” 
loan. In the late 1970s it became 
increasngly dear to tbe bank and its 
economic advisers that the overall 
policy environment was a serious im- 
pediment to further lending in several 


borrowing countries. But rather than 
dose shop and wart for better macro- 
economic polities (presumably under 
the giiwfanr* of its sister institution, 
die International Monetary Fund), 
the bank, with tbe supp o rt of the 
Reagan administration, began to take 
a much more activist role. Nonpro- 
ject or program tending was stepped 
up but with more extensive condi- 
tions on policies bearing an agricul- 
tural pikes, interest rates and gov- 
ernment monopolies. Thus was bom 
the structural adjustment loan. 

The record of such lending is 
mixed In some cases, such as Turkey, 
substantial inflows from the World 
Bank and other lenders, conditioned 
upon tbe adoption, of broad policy 
changes, have helped — but only be- 
cause the govmmtent in power basi- 
cally agreed with the policy prescrip- 
tions. In other cases, such as Bolivia 
and Jamaica, the Wodd Bank mis- 
judged tbe government’s commit- 
ment; funds were disbursed and tittle 
happened, other than an increase in 
the country’s debt to the bank. 

To these complications must now 
be added the pressures emanating 
from Treasury Secretary Janies Bak- 
er’s debt “initiative,” and from com- 
mercial banks, for the World Bank to 


play a greater role in resolving the 
financial problems of many over- 
indebted riddle-income countries. 

But project lending can pay some 
subtle ffivxdeads for the World Bank. 
Supporters have always been alert to 
tile UJSl potitkal implications that 
can flow from “hard” projects. Big 
civil works and projects with hefty 
engineering and machinery compo- 
nents can generate political support 
for the bank from American contrac- 
tors and suppliers when it comes to 
appropriation time in. Congress. 

Finally, there is the growing fric- 
tion that arises with the bank’s aster 
institution. A greater role for the 
bank in broad policy matters has 
brought it into greater contact with 
the IMF. The issue of World Bank- 
IMF collaboration is increasingly 
discussed, and the merits of a merger 
have been considered. 

In short, it may be even more im- 
portant for the bank's new president 
to chart a strategy for its tending 
operations before undotalting the fa- 
miliar ride, hat in hand, up Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue to Capitol KJL

XV of national economic restruc- 
turing required by tbe current inter- 
national economic situation and in- 
stitutions, is the dominant national 
economic preoccupation of the ma- 
jority of developing countries today. 

Conventional adjustment policies, 
national and international, transmit 


and usually multiply a negative im- 
pact on the poor and vulnerable. The 
result in many countries is rising mal- 
nutrition in tiie short run and, m the 
long run, reinforcement of a style of 
development that will primarily rely 
on accelerated growth and tnckle- 
down — if it works at all — to reduce 
malnutrition in the future. There are 
alternatives to these policies. 

The human consequences of ad- 
justment should not be considered an 
inevitable and unfortunate by-prod- 
uct, but should be treated as an essen- 
tial concern. Basic himmn needs 
could be monitored and made as 
much a part of tbe objectives of ad- 
justing as titt balance of payments, 
inflation and ecooomk growth. 

D ismissing the h uman dimension 
of adjustment is not only a human 
tragedy but an economic error of the 
most fundamental sort. 

To fail to protect young children at 
the critical stages of their growth and 
development is to wreak lasting dam- 
age on a whole generation, with ef- 
fects on economic development and 
welfare for decades ahead. 

It is plainly absurd to imagine that 
economic dynamism can be fully re- 
stored when an important fraction of 
a country’s workers remain malnour- 
ished or where smallholder peasants 
can buy too few bask goods to pro- 
vide any incentives for extra effort 
The role of women in dev el opment 
— until recently largely ignored — is 
of interest here. Many of tbe impor- 
tant activities of women are not 
couated in conventional economic 
statistics. Adjustment cutbacks can 
impinge specifically hard on women, 
especially those engaged in small- 
scale and informal-sector activities. 
In terms of economic contribution, 
use of local resources in place of 
imports, returns on investment and 


job creation, women engaged in these 
activities make a dis p r op ortionately 
large contribution to the economic 
welfare of the poorer sections of the 
population. This contribution should 
therefore be especially encouraged 
during the adjustment process, and 
sot ignored, let alone col back. 

Adjustment with a human face 
would involve these three dements: 

• A dear acknowledgment in die 
goals of adjustment policy of a con-

social sectors to restore momentum 
and ensure maximum coverage and 
benefits; more International support 
for these aspects of adjustment, in- 
cluding the provirion of more fi- 
nance, flexibly provided and with 
longer-term commitments. 

_ • A system for monitoring nutri- 
tion levels and the human situation 
during the process of adjustment. 

The extremes of tbe present situa- 
tion will often require a ceiling on 
outflows of interest and debt amorti- 
zation if protection of human needs is 
to be feasible in the short run.

Adjustment with a human face 
must get down to specifics, both to 
mobilize public interest and aware- 
ness and to make the case with minis- 
ters of finance and visiting IMF mis- 
sions— and to cany this thro ugh to 
pl anning and implementation when 
the case is accepted. 

There are many areas of alternative 
appro aches to draw upon. Low-cost

Community leaders and 
others must make their case, along 
with its low cost tag, in dear, specific 
toms.

British experience during World 
War II provides an example of incor- 
porating nutritional concerns in an 
adjustment program. Britain needed 
to reduce imports drastically, and re- 
structure industry and the economy 
rapidly for the war effort. In contrast 
to World War !, protection of the 


nutritional status of the whole of the 
British population was made an inte- 
gral and conscious part of the adjust- 
ment process. Despite all the hard- 
ships, by the end of the war the 
nutritional status of the population 
was better than ever before. 

In most cases, negotiations with 
tbe IMF on adjustment policy trike 
place before and separately from the 
broader discussions of development 
policy. At best this leads to economic 
inefficiency, since the adjustment 
measures are not integrated with 
long-tom development measures and 
with the resources to support them. 
At worst an adjustment process is set 
m motion in a haphazard way. with 
ainerent donors and voluntary agen- 
cies left subsequently to deal with the 
neglected human dimensions. 

A more coherent and integrated 
approach would be primarily a mat- 
ter of institutionalizing discussion of 
the human and development issues at 
the time of, and as part of . the origi- 
nal adjustment decision. v

Bayer earlier reported that world 
group volume rose 6.7 percent, to 
45.9j billion DM, and parent com- 
pany volume by 8.1 percent, to 
17.54 billion. 

BASF, also a major maker of 
audio and video cassette*, reported 
a more modest 11, 4-percent in- 
crease in world group net profit 
from the previous year, to 997.5 
million DM from 895.4 million. As 
reported earlier, revenue increased 
10 perc ep t, to 44.4 billion DM. 

Hoechst reported Tuesday that 
world group net rose 8.9 percent 
last year, to 1.47 billion DM from 
13 billion, on a 3-percem rise in 
revenue, to 42.72 billion. 

The results gave West Germa- 
ny’s third largest industrial sector 
its second year of record profits, 
with the problems that plagued it at 
the beginning of the decade now 
apparently solved. A* a remit, the 
three companies said they have de- 
cided to raise their dividend 
payouts by 1 DM, to 10 DM.

Bayer said it expects an upturn 
in business in the second half of 
this year as customers stock up in- 
ventories.

Tokyo Competing With Hong Kong

TOKYO— As Japan gradually eases the restric- 
tions on its financial markets, Tokyo is posing on 
increasingly stiff challenge to Hoag Kong's pre- 
eminence as a financial center. 

Until recently, with Japanese markets lightly 
regulated by the financial authorities, and key 
business areas closed to foreign financial institu- 
tions, bankers and brokers saw only limited oppor- 
tunities in Tokyo. 

Hong Kong, on the other hand, with its laissez- 
faire government, its anyihing-gpes atmosphere 
and (he considerable assets of its wealthy elite, 
proved the more rewarding Asian opportunity for 
major foreign banks and securities houses. 

But with the growth of Japan’s pool of savings, 
its recent moves to deregulate its capital markets, 
the emerging importance of securities in interna- 
tional finance, and uncertainty about Hong 
Kong's political future under Chinese rule, Tokyo 
has grown considerably more attractive. It is well 
on its way to joining New York and London as a 
major financial center . 

The question is whether such a move inevitably 
comes at Hong Kong's expense. Already there 
have been signs of a shift. Citibank and Chase 
Manhattan Bank have moved some staff members 
from Hong Kong to Tokyo, although both main- 
tain strong presences in Hong Kong. In Tokyo, the 
staffs at major securities companies and banks 
have swelled considerably over the post year. 

Some hankers believe the trend is irreversible. 
“There u no way that Hong Kong can overshadow 
Tokyo," said Eugene D. Atkinson, managing di- 


rector of Goldman Sadis International Corp. in 
Tokyo. “Japan is (he Middle East of the *80s and 
it's not dependent on one commodity. It's a well- 
oiled money machine." 

Nevertheless, bankers and brokers in both 
places believe that Hong Kong will retain some of 
its advantages. They predict that Hong Kong will 
be able to carve out a niche as a regional financial 
center and as the key link to China trade. Nor are 
many in Hang Kong quite as sanguine about the 
opportunities in Japan. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that when the 
Japanese want Tokyo to be a financial center, it 
will be,” said Eric A. Nickerson, senior economist 
of the Bank of .America's Asia Division Credit 
Administration. “But they will have to sacrifice 
some of the control that' they have. And Hong 
Kong will benefit to the extent that it will be a slow 
process for Japanese." 

Just about every major U.S. and European bank 
and many smaller regional institutions have Hong 
Kong offices and many of the large Wail Street 
firms have continued to maintain and in some 
cases beef up their Hong Kong offices. 

“We’re very interested in growing in Tokyo, but 
by no means to the exception of Hong Kong," said 
John Bull, president of Paine Webber Interna don- 
aL “We still want to be near China." 

Alvin V. Shoemaker, chairman of First Boston 
Corp., stressed the entrepreneurial character of the 
Chinese, both in China and outside, as a drawing 
card for his Finn, “One shouldn’t overlook Hong 
Kong." he said

wax enthusiastic about Hong Kong’s attractions as

NEW YORK — Exxon Coip., 
the largest U.S. oil company in 
terms of revenue and second-larg- 
est American corporation overall, 
said Wednesday that its first-quar- 
ter net profit was up by 31 percent 
to S1.71 billion from SI 3 billion in 
the like period last year. 

Earnings per share were $2.35. 
compared with S1.7I. First quarter 
revenue was 5ZL2 billion, down 
from S23.3 billion in the like period 
last year. 

“Lower crude supply costs, com- 
bined with the weaker dollar, re- 
sulted in recovery in downstream 
and chemical margins from the low 
first quarter levels in 198S," the 
company said 

It said Foreign refining and mar- 
keting earnings totaled $447 mil- 
lion in the first quarter, compared 
with S16 million in the year-earlier 
period 

US. refining and marketing op- 
erations increased to $160 tntDion 
from S13 million, Exxon officials 
added 

They also said that the quarterly 
earnings were affected by a one- 
time charge of $235 million after 
taxes. 

That charge was to cover the 
costs of Exxon’s recently an- 
nounced regional consolidation, 
along with a special employment 
separation program related to the 
resulting staff reductions, officials 
said 

In 1985, Exxon reported total 
revenue of $93.2 billion, making it 
the largest UJLoil company, ahead 
of Mobil Corp.. which reported 
$60.4 billion in revenue. 

In terms of total sales, Exxon 
dropped to second place, behind 
General Motors, this year, after 
several years of leading Fortune 
magazine's list of the 500 largest 
US. industrial corporations. 


SEC Plans Relief

WASHINGTON — The Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion has ordered its staff to 
write a proposal that would give 
accounting relief to U.S. oil and 
gas companies battered by fall- 
ing oil prices. 

An initial staff proposal 
would have favored granting 
many beleaguered companies a 
temporary reprieve from a rule 
that requires quarterly write- 
downs if the book value of their 
oil and gas reserves exceeds the 
current market value. 

A spokeswoman said the 
staff tnD now write a proposal 
that would be used “as guid- 
ance" by the affected compa- 
nies. Generally, it would allow 
them to value their reserves at 
what they think is appropriate. 
However, the companies would 
have to disclose the impact of 
current oil prices on their oper- 
ations.

Norway Might Help OPEC Under Right Conditions, Aide Says

OSLO — Kaare Kristiansen. 
Norway's oil minister, said 
Wednesday that his country would 
consider moves to help support oil 
prices if OPEC reached a firm ac- 
cord to control production. 

“When that frame is there, we 
will reconsider” the situation, Mr. 
Kristiansen said in an interview. “1 
don’t exdude the possibility that 
we can help in some way." 

The minister declined to discuss 
what measures Norway might con- 
rider, but they presumably could 


indude minor output cuts or slower 
development of new ml fields. 

In any case, the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries re- 
mains far from a Firm accord. After 
16 days of talks stretched out over 
five weeks. 10 of the 13 OPEC 
members agreed Monday on apian 
that would limit OPEC production 
to ar ’verage of 16.7 million bar- 
rels r day in 1986’s second half, 
down from about 17.5 million at 
present. 

OPEC failed, however, to decide 
bow to shore the sacrifice through 
quotas for each individual member. 
Until that extremely contentious 


problem is solved, oil analysts say, 
OPECs overall production limit 
means little or nothing 

OPEC members have been press- 
ing Norway, Britain and other non- 
OPEC oil exporters to trim produc- 
tion to hdp reverse the drop erf 
about 50 percent in cal prices over 
the post five months.

Consumer prices rose 63.7 per- 
cent in 1985 but the government 
has kept down sted prices to uy to 
control inflation. 

Apart from Hylsa, Mr. Garza 
Sada said, the group had a satisfac- 
tory development.

market, analysts insist there are big 
differences, Elizabeth Mackay, a 
Merrill Lynch technical analyst, 
notes that prices have not ap- 
proached the outrageous levels of 
the last rally and that the volume of 
new issues is considerably Lower 
than in 1983. 

“We're not seeing the kind of 
speculative excess there was in 
1983." she said.

MUNICH — The business climate in West 
Germany's manufacturing industry worsened 
last month, with firms judging both the present 
situation and prospects for the next six. months 
less optimistically than in February, the IFO 
economic research institute said Wednesday. 

In its latest monthly survey of industry, IFO 
said companies reported lower incoming orders 
and orders on hand in March and that condi- 
tions suggest only a weak increase in production 
over the next three months. But it added that 
manufacturing industry saw no worsening of 
export prospects in the next quarter, despite a 
stronger Deutsche mark. 

Aif mamifacturin g sectors reported that busi- 
ness bad worsened, particularly producers of 
primary products, IFO said. In the capital- 
goods sector, increased skepticism about pros- 
pects for the next six months was probably 
caused by weaker demand, it said.

WASHINGTON — IBM Cap.'s decision to 
quit the pcnonal-eomputc* retail business and 
sell all its product centers to Nynex Cap.

The sale, for a sum bdkved to be $80 million 
to S i 00 million, is the latest in a wave of mergers 
and acquisitions that has swept through (he 
industry.

The acquisi- 
tion. scheduled for completion in July, would 
give Nynex Business Information Systems 
about 100 stores nationwide and make it esie of 
the tamest US. computer chains. 

Neither IBM nor Nynex would disclose de- 
tails about the transaction, but observers con- 
tend that the stores were being ran at a loss.

Who is the villain?

N EW YORK- — Many a 
writer’s style is influenced 
by studying the works of illustri- 
ous authors.

“Whites,” 
published by Alfred A. Knopf, is 
a collection of stories set in 
Botswana, the country surround- 
ed mi three sides by South Afri- 
ca. Five of the six stories in the 
book originally appeared in The 
New Yorker, Grand Street or the 
Paris Review. Nadine Gordimer 
and J. M. Coe tree, two of South 
Africa’s major novelists, have 
praised the American author for 
his compassion and ability to 
convey a sense of place about 
their region.

So I became a dealer in 
antiquarian books. I did that for' 
15 years, specializing in history 
and reading my own stock. That 
turned out to be fairly time-con- 
suming. Then I began to teach 
history and English in a New 
York State University system 
sat el tile college .in. Rockland 
County." 

Rush started to write short 
stories while still in the rare-book 
business. Some of the stories 
were picked up in anthologies. 
Recognition came, after several 
rejections, when he sent a story, 
unsolicited, to The New Yorker 
and it was accepted and ran in 
the magazine in 1978. 

He lives with his wife in an old 
farmhouse on a couple of acres 
up the Hudson River below High 
Tor Mountain in New City, New 
York. “It’s the mountain — 
"High Tor' — that was used as 
the title of Maxwell Anderson's 
play ” he said. 

After his stint in the Peace 
-Corps — “I was too busy to write 
there” — Rush brought back 
notebooks filled with ideas for 
the short stories that later turned 
up in magazines. He is now going 
the distance and writing his first 
novel, also for Knopf. It is titled 
“Mating," and continues the ex- 
periences of the unnamed female 
anthropologist who appears in 
“Bruns," the first short story in 
“Whites."
